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Public Safety encourages vigilance, stresses campus crime prevention

Freshmen, you have left the 
comforts of home and you 
are embarking on a new life 
in college. 

In leaving home you are 
accepting more responsibil- 
ity not only in domestic ways 
such as cooking and clean- 
ing, but also in assuring the 
safety of yourself and those 
around you. 

"Of all the universities in 
Tennessee, we [UTM] are one 
of the safest," said Chief Rick 
Hatler, director of the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety. Howev- 
er, crime occurs in every state, 
every city and every campus. 
UTM is no exception. 

Luckily for students, fac- 
ulty and staff, campus crime 
rates have decreased; howev- 
er, theft and vandalism con- 
tinue to be the most reported 
crimes to the Department of 
Public Safety. 

Hatler said that the best way 
to prevent theft is to secure all 
property. This includes dorm 
rooms, cars and book bags. 

Identity theft is becoming 
a more prominent problem 
in the world today. To as- 
sure that you do not become 
of victim, it is important to 
secure all personal identifica- 
tion and information such as 
driver's licenses, credit cards, 
social security numbers and 
even your Skyhawk Card. 
Hatler added that if your per- 
sonal information is lost or 
stolen, it is essential to cancel 
the lost or stolen information 
immediately and get new 
identification as soon as pos- 
sible. 

If you lose your Skyhawk 
Card, make reports to 
Skyhawk Card Services, Pub- 
lic Safety or Sodexho Cus- 
tomer Service Desk at once. 
Although a student's social 
security number is no longer 
displayed on the card accord- 
ing to Hatler, the student's 
identification and money that 
is on the card can be used il- 
legally; therefore, it is neces- 
sary to report the loss of this 
card immediately. Replace- 
ment cards cost $15 and can

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be purchased at Skyhawk 
Card Services, which is in 211 
in the UC. According to the 
Department of Public Safety's 
Crime Awareness and Cam- 
pus Safety booklet, the fol- 
lowing steps can also help 
you from becoming an Iden- 
tity theft victim: 

• Promptly remove mail 
from your mailbox. 

• Do not give personal in- 
formation over the phone un- 
less you initiate the call. 

• Shred documents con- 
taining personal informa- 
tion. 

• Never leave receipts at 
bank machines or counters, 
trash receptacles or unattend- 
ed gas pumps. 

• Order a credit report once 
a year to check for fraudulent 
activity. 

Hit-and-run accidents have 
occurred frequently on the 
UTM campus in prior semes- 
ters. In order to prosecute the 
perpetrators, Hatler encour- 
ages all occupants of UTM 
to observe and report all au- 
tomobile accidents to the De- 
partment of Public Safety. 

Hatler also said that stu- 
dents should familiarize 
themselves with the locations 
of emergency callboxes. 

Vehicle registration will 
cost $26 this year. Parking 
violators will be issued a $15 
fine. An additional $10 will 
be fined to the violator if the 
payment is received late. 

Hatler and the Department 
of Public Safety want students 
to enjoy their college career; 
however, they also stress the 
importance of safety. They 



strive each year to provide a 
safe and maintained environ- 
ment for all students, faculty 
and staff. 

With hopes that the campus 
crime rate will continue to 
decrease, each freshman will 
receive the Crime Awareness 



and Campus Safety booklet 
during Freshmen Welcome 
Week. 

"Take the book and apply 
it to your life, and the chanc- 
es of you becoming a crime 
victim will decrease," Hatler 
said.

The Skyhawk women's 
soccer team comes into the 
2005 season with hope of 
avenging last year's injury 
plagued and disappointing 
4-11-2 win-loss-tie record that 
resulted in them failing to 
reach the OVC Tournament 
for only the third time in 
team history. 

With 12 players returning 
from last year's squad and the 
addition of nine newcomers, 
head coach Nathan Pifer and 
the Skyhawks are confident 
they can return to the winning 
form they are accustom to. 

In order to get back on the 
winning track, the Skyhawks 
took little time off after last 
season ended. They contin- 
ued working hard through- 
out the spring and partici- 
pated in three tournaments 
compiling a 10-1-1 record. 

In order to continue the 
spring success, avoiding the 



injury bug that plagued last 
year's team will be crucial. 

With the help of Strength 
and Conditioning Coach 
Charlie Rayburn, intense 
off-season workouts along 
with grueling two-a-day 
practices during the pre- 
season should pay off. The 
Skyhawks open a new sea- 
son with a difficult test in 
Monroe, La. this weekend as 
they face off with Centenary 
College and the University of 
Louisiana-Monroe as part of 
the Waterfront Classic. 

Both Centenary College, 
who is coming off a 14-5-1 sea- 
son, and Louisiana-Monroe, 
who finished last year 13-6-2, 
are expected to be tough tests 
for the Skyhawks. 

Pifer says of the matches 
this weekend that he is "con- 
fident in the team and that 
they are going into each game 
trying to lessen the mistakes 
made in the games before." 

He feels confident the 
Skyhawks can come out on 



top of both matches against 
these high quality teams, but 
if they don't, "it will be a 
learning experience to build 
on for coming games." 

The Skyhawks hope to use 
tournaments like this week- 
end's and the Puma Skyhawk 
Invitational in September, 
along with marque match- 
ups with in-state rivals 
University of Memphis and 
UT Chattanooga to gain valu- 
able experience for the young 
players and build confidence 
as they head into their OVC 
schedule. 

The Skyhawks will 
open their home sched- 
ule at Skyhawk Field on 
Wednesday, Aug. 31, at 4 pm. 
The Skyhawks will host nine 
home matches throughout the 
season, five of which will be 
OVC match-ups.

We, the department of in- 
tercollegiate athletics, are go- 
ing to give away $1,000 Nov.

Call it whatever 
you want, but the bottom line 
is very simple, the Skyhawk 
athletes need your support 
whether the sport be football, 
men's basketball, women's 
basketball, volleyball, base- 
ball, softball, soccer, golf, 
rifle, tennis, cross country or 
rodeo. 

With that said, he's a primer 
on Skyhawk athletics. Let me 
preface it by saying it's OK to 
be an Alabama, Notre Dame 
or Tennessee fan as well as a 
Skyhawk fan. 

The Skyhawks are members 
of the Ohio Valley Conference 
in all sports except rodeo. 
Members of the Ohio Valley 
Conference include Austin 
Peay, Tennessee Tech, Ten- 
nessee State, Murray State, 
Eastern Kentucky, Morehead 
State, Jacksonville State, Sam- 
ford and Eastern Illinois. 

In football the Skyhawks 
are one of 125 schools that 
compete at the Division I-AA 
level. That's the level with a 
true playoff system in place 
and a national champion de- 
termined on the field and not 
by a computer or a bunch of 
former coaches or members 
of the media. Sure, we have 
polls in Division I-AA, and of 
course it's fair to brag when 
you are ranked among the 
top 25 in the nation. 

Will the Skyhawks ever 
play Alabama, Notre Dame 
or Tennessee in football? 
Probably not anytime soon, 
but the Skyhawks can and 
will play teams that compete 
in the Division I-A level. This 
year the Skyhawks will play 
at Arkansas State, a member 
of the Sun Belt Conference. 

In basketball and all other 
sports, the Skyhawks can 
and will compete against the 
big-name schools like Duke, 



Louisville, Illinois, Purdue, 
Tennessee, Georgia and Ala- 
bama. 

If you didn't know, the 
Skyhawk men's basketball 
team played the Duke Blue 
Devils this past season at 
Cameron Indoor Stadium. 
This year the Skyhawk wom- 
en's basketball team will host 
Georgia, while the Skyhawk 
men's basketball team faces 
two of last year's Final Four 
teams, Louisville and Illi- 
nois. 

Those big-name schools are 
not limited to basketball. The 
Skyhawk volleyball team won 
the OVC tournament in 2002 
and advanced to the NCAA 
Tournament where it met na- 
tionally ranked Nebraska in 
the first round. 

This year the Skyhawk vol- 
leyball team will play schools 
such as West Virginia, Ohio, 
Idaho and Mississippi State. 

In baseball, the Skyhawks 
have played big-name schools 
such as Wake Forest, Missouri 
and Vanderbilt. This year the 
Skyhawks will play Missis- 
sippi State and Memphis. 

In softball, the Skyhawks 
have played Ole Miss and 
nationally ranked Southern 
Illinois. This year the softball 
team will play in four tourna- 
ments with several big-name 
schools. 

And finally, in tennis the 
Skyhawk women captured 
the OVC crown this past 
spring and advanced to the 
NCAA regional where they 
played nationally ranked 
Vanderbilt in the first round. 

I won't mention all the oth- 
er sports because it is clear 
that the Skyhawks are not 
afraid to play those big-name 
schools. 

And by now you should see 
that it's totally acceptable as a 
UTM student to be a Skyhawk 
fan. Don't be passive; stand 
up and cheer for your school. 
Wear the blue and orange 
with pride and when your 
other favorite team is on tele- 
vision cheer for them. It's OK 
to be an Alabama fan, Nathan 
Reinhard.
